met 
Krause last Tuesday, two biocks from 
the prison in Waupun. District Attor- 
ney Stanley G. Dunwiddie , was 
in- 
termed by Martin's brother-in-law that 
Hartin had disappeared and the police 
are looking for him. 
Matters Broke Suddenly. 
Developments in the murder case 
came to a 
head unexpectedly this 
morning. 
After three days o£ never- 
ceasing investigation which brougnt 
out any number of 'possible clews, the 
authorities this 
morning 
were .ap- 
prised -of facts which, they claim will 
solve the mystery.

Hartin's brother-in-law /became sus- 


picious this morning when the man 
suddenly paid his board bill and pre- 
sumably started for work at the \\ ar- 
ner Instrument company.

Dunwiddie immediately went to Bc- 
°Hartin, he found, had just finished 
serving a term of eight years m the 
penitentiary for badly beating up and 
attempting to do greatly bodily harm 
to a Green county sheriff at Monroe.

weeks had been working in Beloit. 
Hartin told his sister's husband that 
Krause and when the warden heard 
owed him two hundred dollars.

Dr. David I. Macht of Baltimore, not- 
ing various 'malformations of tne head 
that are met with by the modern clini- 
cian, speaks of three that nre enumer- 
ated In the Talmud which disqualified 
one from ministering as a priest.

WISCONSIN BIRD SPECIES „„_.. 


RECORDED IN 600 PHOTOS

Madison, Wis., Nov. 6. — More than 
six hundred different pictures of Wis- 
consin birds 
have been taken and 
mounted on slides by A. R. Calm, b rd 
specialist of the University of Wis- 
consin department of zoology. 
The 
pictures include about one hundred 
different species of Wisconsin birds, 
and it is to make a thorough study of 
the birds of this state that Mr. Cahn 
is making the collection. 
The original pictures are sent to 
the National Geographic magazine or 
other similar publications, and 
the 
slides are used in lectures throughout 
the state, some of which have been 
given for the extension division. 
Tricks and patience are the two 
things wthich Mr. Cahn finds neces- 
sary to get the pictures he wants. He 
has often had to spend hours waiting 
In several feet of water for a bird to 
return to its nest, and to invent nu- 
merous tricks of concealing the cam- 
era so that the birds may take their 
ov."n pictures. 


So as to afford an exact study of 
the birds, their habits, and homes, 
none of ttoe 
pictures are retouched 
even to the extent of removing a blade 
of grass from a bird's face. Pictures 
which are artistic as well as valuable, 
technically, are sought by the pho- 


tographer, but the bird lt««lf must 
make the picture artistic .and not tb« 
brush of the artist. 
Individuality in different bird* is a. 
striking feature observed in bird pho- 
tography, according to Mr, Calm. Two 
birds of the same kind usually r«fu§« 
to be photographed in the same way. 
Some will not return to their nests If 
the camera IB near, •while others be- 
come accustomed to the sight of it in 
a few minutes and, have to be posned 
oft their nesta eo that different views 
of them may be taken. 


Although birds hold the great*«t in- 
terest for Mr. Cahn, he 
has UJc*n 
many successful pictures of »nim»l» 
in tho northern part of the state. H« 
has over 100 pictures of 
mnrameU, 
reptiles, turtles, and fish. 
Bear and 
deer he photographs »t 
night 
by 
means of a flashlight which the ani- 
mal sets off with a string to take his 
own picture. Porcupines and turtles 
are more easily taken. 
Kl»h are th« 
most difficult subjects to make pic- 
tures of, according to Mr. Cahn. A 
strong arc light behind tAo camera 
and a little food 
thrown 
into th» 
water give the best results, although 
distinct pictures are difficult any w»y.

Mr. Smith figured from his 
own experience that "three cows can 
bo wintered seven months on. one acre 
producing 10 tons of ensilage, while it 
required two acres of meadow to win- 
tor one cow. with the same amount 
of ground feed in both cases."

the inouirer make an estimate of how 
much Itmd it requires on his own farm 
to -kefip on cow over winter and com- 
pare it with these figures for silage | 


and he will be able to make the esti- 
mate for himself. It is likely he, will 
find that even under the conditions 
that prevailed this year, where on 
many farms it required twice the 
usual acreage to fill the silo, that less 
land -will be required to furnish feed 
for the cows over winter if devoted to 
corn for the silo, than if devoted ta 
any other crop. But since silage is 
succulent feed, perhaps it is , hardly 
fair tp compare -it with hay, though 
many farmers use no succulent feed 
for winter and try to make hay take 
the piuce of sitage. Cows cannot do 
their best on dry feed and the secret 
of the large decrease in the amount of 
milk In winter is the inability of the 
cow to produce to her capacity on dry 
feed. The cows should always be pro- 
vided with succulent feed when giv- 
ing milk. Stock beets or sugar beets 
are the crops most depended upon for 
succulent feed in Rock county by 
farmers having no silos. ILet us see 
how they compare with silage in cost 
of production and of harvesting, and 
in the amount of nutrition furnished. 
Many experiment stations have work- 
ed on this problem .and all agree that 
beets, wiile producing more tons to 
the acre, cost more to grow, to harvest 
and store and do not produce a cor- 
responding increase in milk over the 
silage. la western.Oregon it was.found. 
that roots cost 47 per cent more for 
100 pounds of digestible food than 
did' silage. The value of .silage is not 
confined; to the dairy cow alone. It is 
also i'etl to other stock with good suc- 
cess, though it is the dairy that profits 
most by its use. The past two years 
in southern Wisconsin and elsewhere 
where the corn was caught with early 
frosts .has. done much to demonstrate 
the value of the silo for corn for sil- 
age does not need so long a season as 
other corn. In -most cases it -may be 
harvested before danger of frosts, -in 
exceptional years, however, like the 
year-i of 1915 and 1916, when the frost 
cut tbe corn, it was saved with small 
loss by those who had silos by har- 
vesting it at once. Those who had no 
silos lost, in many cases, their entire 
crop.

Some of the prejudice against the 
use of silage comes as a result of the 
misuse of it. Improperly, constructed 
silos or silos improperly filled or cared 


for have led to trouble. Lake anything 
else there is a right and a wrong way 
to manage. In the early days of silo 
building and using, mistakes were 
made that resulted disastrously. But 
silos Lave passed the experimental 
stage and anyone wishing to know 
how to build and use them has abund- 
ant material on which to draw for his 
information. Many successful farmers 
•re using them and have demonstrated 
their -value for yeajs. Many of, those 
who have jone for -winter feeding are 
now building the second for summer 
feeding to supplement the dry- pas- 
tures and some farmers doing inten- 
sive farming] are making very good 
profit by using silage in toe place cl 
pasture. By this method 
they can 
keep.more cows per-acre than by- pas- 
turing. 
Quoting from a bulletin on "Choos- 


ing the Silo" by Frank W. White we 
find this:

"News facilities.must be Improved," 
he said. "News Is the his thing that 
is going to bring the two continents 
together for proper political and com- 
mercial relations. 
"News of the passage of the Adam- 
eon efeht-hour law and the prevention 
of the great railway strike bad not 
reached Venezuela Sept. 4, when I left 
there, and exporters fearful 
of hav- 
ing their products tied up in American 
ports, were not shipping their goods. 
"The step taken by the United Press 
in establishing a real exchange of 
news between North and South Amer- 
ica is one that should earn the con- 
gratulation of thinking people in every 
country in this hemisphere. We need 
to know about South America as badly 
as South Americans need to inow 
about us.

Jets of flame appeared.

How Mines Are Laid and Fired. 
On one deck of n vessel are several 


narrow tracks supporting the mines, 
each of which is mounted on wheels. 
Each mine is in turn'rolled to the-stern 
and. by -means of special launching 
tracks is dropped into the sea without 
tilting. One mine of this character is 
made up of • three . parts—a spheri- 
cal floating chamber containing the 
explosives, etc.; an anchor chamber 
which is connected with the former 
by a cable and a weighted sounding 
line. The length of the latter is equal' 
to the depth at which th.e mine Is to 
float. When the end of the sounding 
line strikes bottom the lessening of its . 
pull throws a pawl which prevents the !
